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Too FREQUENTLY, the words 
“creative bring feeling 
helplessness, even dismay, 
many teachers, both young and 
older. The young teacher, just out 
college, has looked forward 
entering high school work immedi- 
ately. often, however, the Super- 
intendent whom she applies for 
position, feels that beginner should 
have some preliminary experience 
desciplinary problems. Creative ex- 
pression art, such, coming 
from the young child, phase 
education for which she has pre- 
cedent. The older teacher, through 
her previous training and experience, 
feels that pupils must guided 
step step, into creative work.

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Reading the Primary Grades 


the primary 
grades has been much discussed 
subject not only from the standpoint 
basal readers but also from the 
standpoint getting little folks 
interested reading and having 
them want read because gives 
them the sense accomplishing and 
mastering skill that turn brings 
them much pleasure and satisfac- 
tion. Therefore, primary read- 
ing teachers, want present read- 
ing attractive way possible 
that the children will look upon 
books friends that bring en- 
joyment them and not book 
containing just words read one 
time without any meaning and 
just something that must done 
because teacher tells them must 
done. other words, weas 
teachers must use certain amount 
“‘sales talk” psychology. must 
make our product attractive 
possible and for our sales talk use 
little devices presentation that 
the children will want have what 
have offer. Then, from this 
point, may continue present 
our work more attractive ways 
until all unconsciously the children 
are learning such way that they 
are able read with much freedom 
and expression. Also, their own 
accord they will doing outside 
reading reading independently 
for themselves because they want 
read and because brings them 
enjoyment. 

After the basal reader has been 
chosen, all skills have been taught 
and mastered, and the books have 
been presented orderly sequence— 
the way they have been planned 
used then comes the teacher’s 
opportunity introduce work that 
will lead the children want 
help make little reading booklets 
that may used extra supple- 
mentary reading material. This work 
will naturally grow out the child’s 
experiences home and school 
and will afford him much pleasure 
because has helped make it. 
This work, which will discuss 
fuller extent further on, will help the 
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child use known words (and, 
the same time, sometimes difficult 
ones) with ease along with other 
words that he, himself, will use and 
introduce. these difficult words 
are used often enough different 
situations, will help him use 
those same words with much ease 
ball-player handles ball due 
afraid because easy and be- 
sides lots fun. Therefore, 
words attack new words. Each 
successful attempt will lead 
further confidence and wider, more 
fluent reading. And again the old 
saying proven true 
Succeeds like Words will 
hold more meaning for the child and 
time, all unconsciously, will 
read with much ease when 
talks. 

Now about the supplementary 
reading material that 
may help make for each child 
use. After the teacher has given 
preparatory material and has done 
everything that the reading manual 
recommends prior reading the 
selection—she now ready hear 
the story read the children. While 
the teacher hearing each child 
read she will take particular notice 
which words are causing the most 
trouble. She will make note these 
words jotting them down 
referred again.

the fire broke out and the trainman 
boxed his ears, but Edison himself 
never believed his deafness resulted 
from the incident. attributed 
later occasion when another 
trainman thoughtlessly picked him 
the ears help him aboard 
the train pulled out station. 


was during this period that 
incident occurred which may well 
have altered the entire course 
Edison’s career and which might 
also have altered the course world 
progress. Edison was taught telegra- 
phy the station agent Mt. 
Clemens, Michigan, reward for 
having saved the agent’s infant son 
from death under moving freight 
car. Edison’s associationwithtelegra- 
phy crystalized his interest elec- 
tricity the word with which the 
name Edison was become vir- 
tually synonymous and led him 
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into studies and experiments which 
resulted some the world’s 
greatest inventions.

Turning eastward, 
Edison went Boston where 
went work for Western Union 
operator. his spare time, 
created his first invention 
patented machine for electri- 
cally recording and counting the 
members legislative body. 
While the invention earned him 
money, because members Con- 
gress could not interested any 
device speed proceedings, 
did teach him lesson. Then and 
there decided never again in- 
vent anything unless was sureit 
was wanted. 


From Boston Edison went New 
York, where landed, poor and 
debt, 1869. While working 
employee the Gold and Stock 
Telegraph Company and later 
partner with Franklin Pope 
their own electrical engineering com- 
pany, Edison invented the Univer- 
sal Stock Printer. For his device 
Edison received $40,000., the first 
money ever received for in- 
vention. 


Edison the mere possession 
money meant nothing: its only 
value rested the ability money 
provide the tools and equipment 
necessary for futher work and ex- 
perimentation. With the $40,000 
opened factory Newark, New 
Jersey, 1870, where manufac-

Edison’s Hectic Years 

With his emergence success- 
ful inventor and manufacturer 
the age twenty-three, Thomas 
Alva Edison 1870 plunged into 
feverish period endeavor that 
admits parallel the lives 
other great men science. 

Work his Newark plants con- 
stantly demanded more time for 
production than creation, 1876, 
order allot more his energies 
invention, turned the manage- 
ment his factories over trusted 
assistants and established labora- 
tories Menlo Park, New Jersey. 

Before moving Menlo Park, 
Mr. Edison made one his great 
discoveries, electrical phenom- 
enon called This 
was the discovery that electrically 
generated waves would traverse 
open circuit the principle 
which wireless telegraphy and radio 
are founded. The idea that elec- 
tricity would traverse space was 
almost beyond belief that time. 


related field research, Mr. 
Edison also discovered that messages 
could sent through space 
induction, which current gener- 
ated one set wires induced 
like current flow through another 
set wires between which con- 
nection existed. result this 
research received patents 1885 
covering the transmission signals, 
induction, between moving 
train and station and between ship 
and shore. 

Edison Aids Marconi 

These patents enabled Guglielmo 
Marconi become recognized 
the inventor the 
graph. Marconi became personal 
friend Mr. Edison and because 
this friendship, Mr. Edison made 
these patents available him 
rather than competitor who 
offered more money.

cent electric lamp. Menlo Park it- 
self, however, was experiment for 
Mr. Edison, and did not really 
his invention orgnaized 
research industry until eleven 
years later, when 
operations West Orange 
greatly augmented scale. 

Lawyer Steals Edison Patents 

Mr. Edison worked break-neck 
speed during the decade following 
1876. Not alone was his own inde- 
fatigable constitution responsible for 
this pace; the period was one 
unrelenting competition, 
were barred his emulators, and 
despite his almost inhuman capa- 
city for work, others some in- 
stances gained recognition for crea- 
tions that were rightfully his. 
one occasion, lawyer entrusted 
file applications for fifty-seven new 
patent stole the papers instead and 
sold them Mr. Edison’s com- 
petitors. 

Vindictiveness formed part 
Mr. Edison’s character, revealed 
his reaction the theft these 
patents. Even after long years had 
gone steadfastly refused 
name the miscreant 

Mr. Edison pursued policy 
which, absurd though may sound 
today contrast the secrecy now 
surrounding 
deavor, permitted the press know 
and report even minute advances 
made experiments leading the 
perfection the practical in- 
cadescent lamp. 

Others before and contemporary 
with Mr. Edison had toiled long and 
candescent lamp. The idea was not 
original with him, but required 
the Edison genius solve the pon- 
derous problems involved. 

Many persons tried derpive 
Mr. Edison the honor having 
been the first perfect practical 
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Edison the age twelve years 


incandescent electric lamp, but they 
all met with failure. Mr. Edison’s 
claim was too genuine set 
aside, even tribunals which, for 
one reason another, might have 
been inclined bias.

The carbon telephone transmitter 
which made the telephone commer- 
cially practical was invented Mr. 
Edison 1877, the same year 
gave the world the phonograph. 

Until Mr. Edison 
carbon transmitter, telephone com- 
munication had been highly im- 
practical. sold his rights the 
invention Western Union which, 
turn, reached agreement with 
the company backed Alexander 
Graham Bell, and for many years 
thereafter telephone instruments 
bore the names both Bell and 

use Mr. Edison’s expres- 
sion, was fifty-fifty, invented 
the transmitter and Bell the receiver. 

Mr. Edison’s carbon transmitter 
later helped make radio possible 
adopted developing practical 
microphone. 

The phonograph not only was Mr. 
Edison’s favorite invention, but 
probably was one the most orig- 
inal ever created. most instances, 
the inventor the man who first 
perfects device method for 
achieving result which for long 
period time had been goal 
experimentation 
others well himself.

applied for patent the 
motion picture camera July 31, 
1891. The first commercial showing 
motion pictures occurred three 
years later, April 14, 1894, with 
the opening Ki- 
netoscope parlor 1155 Broad- 
way, New York City. 

Several men developed machines 
for projecting motion pictures. The 
best such projector, Edison’s 
mind, was one built Thomas 
Armat. Mr. Ddison acquired the 
rights Armat’s crude machine 
and then perfected his West 
Orange Laboratory. 

Commercial projection motion 
pictures know them today be- 
gan April 23, 1896, Koster and 
Bial’s Music Hall, New York City, 
where the Edison Vitascope, em- 
bodying the basic 
Armat’s invention with refinements 
added Mr. Edison, was used. 

The Vitascope was Mr. Edison’s 
name for the motion picture pro- 
When added sound, 
called the Kinetophone, which 
introduced commercially 1913, 
fifteen years before Hollywood adop- 
ted that means dispensing 
entertainment. 

Fluorescent Lighting Invented 

With Wilhelm 
gen’s discovery the X-ray 1895, 
Mr. Edison turned his attention 
the mysteries these invisible rays. 
Within few months developed 
the fluoroscope, which invention 
did not patent, choosing leave 
the public domain because its 
universal need medicine and 
surgery. May 16, 1896 applied 
for patent the first fluorescent 
electric light, invention which 
stemmed directly from his experi- 
mentation with the X-ray. 

the turn the century Mr. 


Edison propelled himself into one 
the great sagas science his 
search for acidless battery. After 
ten years exhaustive experimenta- 
tion produced the alkaline stor- 
age battery, which today em- 
ployed hundreds industrial ap- 
plications, such providing power 
for mine haulage and inter and 
intra-plant transportation, and 
railway train lighting. 

field scientific endeavor 
seemed foreign his talents. When 
1914 shortage carbolic acid 
developed because World War 
had cut off European supplies, Mr. 
Edison quickly devised method 
making domestic carbolic acid and 
was producing ton day within 
month. 

Edison And The War 

New problems were heaped 
Mr. Edison the United States’ 
into the war and 
the destruction fire his giant 
West Orange manufacturing plant. 
His laboratory, fortunately, was 
spared the flames. Almost before 
the embers died, new buildings be- 
gan arise from the ruins. 

America that time was almost 
entirely dependent 
sources for fundamental coal-tar 
derivatives vital many manufac- 
turing processes. These derivatives 
were become increasingly essen- 
tial for the production explosives, 
Mr. Edison established plants for 
manufacture. His work 
recognized having laid the ground 
work for the important develop- 
ment the coal-tar chemical indus- 
try the nation today. 

Josephus Daniels, then Secretary 
the Navy, foresaw the country’s 
need for technological advances 
its preparedness program. His mind 
turned one man, Thomas Edison, 
undertake such program, and 
Mr. Edison 1915 became Presi- 
dent the pewly created Naval 
Consulting Board, forerunner the 
Navy Department’s great research 
facilities today. 

Mr. Edison arranged for leading 
scientists serve with him the 
Consulting Board and also made 
available the government the 
facilities his laboratory. Much 
the Consulting Board’s effort was 
directed against the German sub- 
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marine menace. Among the many 
inventions and ideas turned over 
the Navy were devices and 
methods for detecting submarines 
sound from moving vessels and 
for detecting enemy planes, for lo- 
cating gun positions range sound- 
ing, improved torpedoes, 
speed signalling shutter for search- 
lights, and underwater searchlights. 
These and many other devices and 
formulas prime importance came 
out the Edison laboratory. 

With the end the war Mr. Edi- 
son, although had passed the 
seventy mark, thought only 
terms scientific and industrial 
progress. There would 
enough think taking easy 
when reached one hundred, 
said. 

desire,” once remarked 
this period his life, every- 
thing within power further 
free the people from drudgery, and 
create the largest possible measure 
happiness and prosperity.”

Honors and awards had been be- 
stowed lavishly upon Mr. Edison 
persons, societies, and countries 
throughout the world. him, such 
things were nice have but not 
sought after. could never get 
over being embarrassed when some 
new medal came his way.
